During the week ended August 17, 1912, there were examined for 
plague infection 100 squirrels from Alameda County, 449 from Contra 
Costa County, and 78 from Stanislaus County. Three squirrels from 
Alameda County and 9 from Contra Costa County were found infected. 

EXAMINATION OF KATS AT NEW ORLEANS, LA. 

Because of the occurrence of plague in Porto Rico and Cuba the 
Louisiana State Board of Health, the New Orleans City Board of 
Health, and the United States Public Health Service have been 
cooperating in the collection and examination of rats in New. 
Orleans to ascertain the possible presence of plague infection among 
rodents. Surg. J. H. White of the United States Public Health 
Service is in charge of the work. As previously noted in the Public 
Health Reports a plague-infected rat was found during the latter 
part of July on the water front. A statement of the number of rats 
collected and examined and of the results of the examinations 
follows :
